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When IBS arranges a meeting 
attended by people from several cam- 
pus radio stations all those present 
gain from the presentations and dis- 
cussions which take place.

ABOUT PREPARING 
MANUSCRIPTS 
FOR THE JCR... 


The JOURNAL OF COLLEGE RADIO 
seeks articles and other publishable materials 
from all sources. The content of such articles 
should be to improve skills and add to the 
practical knowledge of college radio station 
operation and/or broadcast operation § in 
general. JCR also solicits research in the 
broadcast communication area. 


LENGTH OF ARTICLES 


Brief articles tend to get the highest 
readership, Articles run as short as 2 double- 
spaced typewritten pages, but 5 to 13 pages is 
the more common length. Authors should not 
try to write with a goal of so many words or 
pages. The most informative and useful articles 
are thorough but “‘tightly’’ written. Restraint 
from the desire to cover many ideas in one 
article is suggested, 


PREPARING THE MANUSCRIPT 


Manuscripts should be typed, double- 
spaced, on one side of 8% x 11 inch paper, 
using margins of at least one inch on all edges. 

Lengthy quotations, lists etc., that may be 
set in different type or with different spacing, 
should be indented or otherwise so spaced to 
simplify instructions to the printer. 

References, citations, and footnotes should 
be placed on a separate sheet at the end of the 
article rather than at the bottom of each page: 

Each page should contain in the upper left 
hand corner, the name of the article, author’s 
name, and page number. 


Graphic materials such as figures, charts, 
and graphs should be in camera ready form and 
placed on separate sheets at the end of the 
article. Markings in the body where each 
graphic material is to be placed is required. 
Final placement is the decision of the editors. 

The writer should strive for short sentences 
and short paragraphs. Even complex ideas are 
communicated most readily when broken down 
into readable parts. 


COMMERCIALISM 


Articles written solely to promote the 
interests of a manufacturer, company, or other 


commercially involved entities should be 
avoided, 
PHOTOGRAPHS 


Photographs enhance the readership of an 
article. Each should contain a complete caption 
identifying the people involved and a descrip- 
tion of the action. Over-used shots such as a 
disc jockey at the board should be avoided. 
Clever and original black and white 8 x 10 
glossies are preferred. A photograph of the 
author is also requested. 


BIOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION 


Each article should be accompanied by a 
covering letter containing biographical informa- 
tion that may be used in the preparation of the 
introduction to the article. 


CHANGES 


Major changes in an article will be discussed 
by correspondence between the author and the 
Editor of JCR. JCR reserves the right to make 
minor changes and deletions that do not change 
the substantial meaning of the article. 


DEADLINES 


JCR requires that articles intended for a 
certain issue be received by JCR not later than 
the 15th day of the second month preceding 
that issue (i.e., articles for September JCR must 
be in no later than July 15). 

JCR will acknowledge receipt of a manu- 
script as soon as possible. Since the article must 
be reviewed by one or more editors, edited, 
typeset, and scheduled for tentative use ... 
several weeks may pass before acceptance or 
rejection is sent to the author. 

The author will then be notified as to 
acceptance/rejection or acceptance but for 
future use. When the latter occurs, the article is 
placed on file and reviewed monthly. If you 
wish to withdraw your article, simply write to 
the managing editor.

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Comments Of 
Intercollegiate 
Broadcasting System 


The Intercollegiate Broadcasting 
System, Inc. (“IBS’’), which numbers 
among its members approximately 
450 college radio stations, files these 
comments in response to the Com- 
mission’s notice of proposed rule 
making, FCC 74-310, released April 3, 
1974. 


Changes In Proposed 
Sec. 73.507 (b). 


We submit that proposed sec. 
73.507 (b) would be noticeably clearer 
if ‘other than on a Class D channel” 
is changed to “other than a Class D 
station.’’ The present wording 
suggests that there exist channels 
reserved for Class D operation. 


Changes In Proposed 
Sec. 73.507 (c). 


We also propose the rewording of 
proposed sec. 73.507 (c), which as 
drafted changes the whole character 
of educational FM engineering. In 
areas having channel congestion, 
which in the United States today 
means virtually any metropolitan 
location and a great many suburbs, it 
is necessary to resort to careful 
engineering analysis to locate 
channels for new or upgraded 
educational stations. The radio 
engineer takes advantage of circular 
polarizdtion, directional antennas, 
terrain blockage, or selected 
transmitter location to add the new 
facilities without causing harmful in- 
terference to existing stations. 

The cost of such engineering work 
is borne by the applicant, with little 
or no extra workload to the Commis- 
sion. The present practice works 
within the letter and spirit of the ex- 
isting Rules to increase the usage of 
scarce frequency spectrum. The 
result is a far greater variety of 
educational FM programming 
available to the public. 

The proposed sec. 73.507 (c) would 
intentionally or inadvertently aban- 
don this effective system. This would 
be true not only for EDFM stations in 
Arizona, California, New Mexico, 
and Texas, as announced in 
paragraph 1 of the Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making, but for educational 
stations everywhere. 

We strongly urge that sec. 73.507 
(c) be reworded as follows: ‘‘(c) The 
minimum mileage separations set

less than or equal to that of a station 
at the normal spacing.” 

We also propose that sec. 73.507 in- 
clude a reference from which a 
prospective applicant can find out 
the Mexican table of allocations. 
Such a reference would not only ease 
the applicant’s task, but would pre- 
vent an unnecessary workload on the 
Commission staff in the form of 
defective applications in conflict with 
Mexican allocations.

Intercollegiate Broadcasting 
System, Inc. (IBS) has served since 
1940 as the spokesmen for the campus 
broadcast stations and numbers 
among its members licenses of low- 
and high-power non-commercial, 
educational FM stations and of com- 
mercial FM stations. 


IBS opposes the instant proposal to 
amend Forms 340 and 342. It is ironic 
that such a proposal should be made 
at a time when the formalistic ascer- 
tainment procedures for commercial 
stations are under inquiry in Docket 
No. 19,715,* as part of the Com- 
mission’s regulation program, 
because of “complaints that various 
ascertainment requirements are un- 
necessary, impractical or unduly 
burdensome.”’ (Notice, paragraph 
Dh): 


The problem of burden is accen- 
tuated in the case of non-commercial 
stations by their lack of commercial 
revenues. That burden is not in- 
substantial, particularly for those less 
experienced in the ways of public

relations. In the case of broadcast 
stations staffed by volunteers, the 
diversion of volunteers’ limited time 
from creative efforts such as program 
production to elaborate ritualistic 
paperwork could be justified only if a 
clear benefit of the public were 
shown. 

No such need or benefit has been 
demonstrated. To the extent that a 
formal ascertainment requirement is 
sought to be rationalized by analogy 
to commercial stations—which have, 
after all, commercial motivations 
that non-commercial stations do 
not—that analogy has already been 
rejected. In New York University v. 
Fairleigh Dickinson University, 10 
R.R.2d 215 (FCC 67-673), the Com- 
mission declared that the 
‘“‘traditional issues’ are not ap- 
propriate to the unique situation of 
educational broadcasters. This dis- 
tinction had earlier been recognized 
in the report and order in Docket No. 
18,774 itself. See Community 
Problems—Broadcast Applicants, 27 
F.C.C.2d 650, 651-52, 21 R.R.2d 1507, 
1509 (1971). 


In any event it would be imprac- 


tical in the case of 10-watt 
educational FM stations to ad- 
minister a formal ascertainment 
requirement subject to contest. Under FCC 
rules, the stations have limited, un- 
defined, and usually uncalculated 
coverage contours. The limited ser- 
vice areas would render meaningless 
the usual ascertainment formulas 
and procedures, and the Commission 
would have to set down ascertain- 
ment requirements on almost a case- 
by-case basis. Because of these 
stations’ limited coverage, the staff 
would necessarily be intimately 
familiar with the needs and interests 
of the served community. The 
likelihood of formal ascertainment’s 
producing any meaningful addition to 
the staff’s prior existing knowledge is 
at best slight and, in any event, far 
outweighed by the costs in diversion 
of resources. It is not entirely 
facetious to suggest that the ascer- 
tainment process in the 10-watt con- 
text would bear some similarities to 
the practice of omphaloskepsis. 

In sum, IBS urges the Commission 
to reject the proposal for formal ascer- 
tainment requirements for non- 
commercial, educational broad- 
casters, or at least to limit its applica- 
tion to ETV and ED-FM stations that 
do not depend substantially on 
volunteer staffs. There are many 
better and less costly ways to deter- 
mine community needs and interests, 
which the Commission should en- 
courage, rather than diverting 
resources to non-productive 
paperwork. 

It is more important that these 
stations’ limited financial and staff 
resources be devoted to programming 
instead of paperwork.

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THE STORY OF BGSU 


Collegiate carrier-current broad- 
casting began in the 1936 freshman 
class of Brown University. At that 
time, the Federal Communications 
Commission’s (FCC) rules on 
restricted radiation devices stated 
that carrier-current equipment could 
be used for programming, provided it 
did not interfere with the operation of 
standard licensed broadcast stations. 
These radio operations were not con- 
sidered standard broadcast stations, 
and are, therefore, not subject to 
licensing and further restrictions 
governing the daily operation of stan- 
dard services. 

In 1939, Bowling Green State 
University introduced broadcasting 
to its curriculum in a course called 
“radio workshop.” Eight years later, 
a campus broadcasting system was 
proposed. In December 1947, a P.A. 
system was set-up in the University 
Commons to broadcast the Bowling 
Green vs. City College of New York 
basketball game. A donation of 15 
cents was collected from the “‘game’s 
spectators‘ and used for travel ex- 
penses of an engineer, two an- 
nouncers, and the long distance 
telephone toll. 

The success of the closed-circuit 
sports coverage, plus the rapid 
development of wired-wireless in- 
stallations of many campuses led to 
consideration of a wired-wireless at 
Bowling Green. Gordon Ward, 
current Toledo news anchorman, was 
the student instrumental in organiz- 
ing subsequent staff and programs. 
Speech professor Sidney Stone 
arranged with an appliance shop to 
install and build the control room 


equipment (i.e., turntables, mike 
outlets, control board, amplifier, and 
transmitter). At 5 p.m., on January 
14, 1948, WRSM went on the air till 7 
p.m. operating at 600 kilocycles. 

Professor Stone explained the 
rationale behind the call letters 
WRSM;; “I chose something which I 
had found as voice and diction 
problems from old carbon 
microphone days. Many radio an- 
nouncers in the midwest cannot 
pronounce ‘‘w’’; it comes out “dub-l- 
ya.” “R” is a problem in the rural 
midwest also. “S” is a very critical 
sound. The ‘‘M”’ is for people who do 
not know how to use their resonators 
properly—most young people don’t. 
And so we had a real tough combina- 
tion of sounds for the call letters. And 
when many people wanted to start an 
honorary society of broadcasting 
some years later, they took it up and 
called it “Rho Sigma Mu” for R. S. 
and M. 

The station’s signal was carried 
into the campus buildings via the 
heating and power tunnel system by 
wires received through the War 
Assets Administration. WRSM was 
registered with the FCC and was af- 
filiated with the Intercollegiate 
Broadcasting System. 

The first home of WRSM was 
located in a classroom on the first 
floor of the Administration Building 
(now a classroom building). Its 
original staff included: station 
program director, music director, 
music librarian, chief engineer, and a 
traffic director. The operation and 
maintenance of the station were con- 
ducted by radio broadcasting classes 
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HED WIRGbiDD...

whom were journalism majors.

There were no prerequisites 
for this, and no experience was re- 
quired—the students were to get on- 
the-job training in radio broad- 
casting. As a result of these auditions, 
several new programs were added to 
the WRSM schedule. These were 
mainly “‘live’ shows involving local 
talent such as the Havenettes Trio 
and the SAE Rooty-Toots, a barber- 
shop quartet. 

In March of 1948, the station ac- 
quired an amplifier and could be 
heard on fraternity row. A new Brush 
tape recorder transcribed live shows 
and programs. Thus, staff could 
listen to their own programs and work 
to correct their weaknesses. 


By late March, the number of live 
shows had increased enough to 
warrant a change of format. Live 
talent now rated its own time 
slot—6:30 p.m., daily. The schedule 
for WRSM at this time was: 5:00 p.m. 
In the Groove; 5:30 p.m. Daily 
Serenade (Part I); 5:55 p.m. Press 
Club News; 6:00 p.m. Daily Serenade 
(Part II); 6:30 p.m. Rooty-Toot 
Quartet (M), Havenettes Trio (W), 
Alice De Lamater Sings (F), 
America’s Heritage of Music (T,Th); 
6:45 p.m. Words & Music (W); and 
7:00 p.m. Sign Off. 

Due to its popularity among the 
students, in late March of ’48, 
WRSM initiated Saturday broad- 
casting. It was aired from 10:00 a.m. 
to 12:00 noon, with open-house from 
11 to 12. The open-house served two 
functions: students could observe the 
procedures involved in radio broad- 
casting and they were allowed to talk, 
announce songs, or perform over the 
air if they desired to do so. Saturday 
programming was as follows: 10:00 
a.m. Platters & Chatter; 10:30 a.m. 


Sidewalk Interview (In front of the 
Ad. Bldg.); 11:00 a.m. Impromptu 
Variety; 11:45 a.m. Press Club 
(Resume of the week’s campus 
news.); and 12:00 Noon Sign Off. 

By the summer of that year, the 
station had become recognized by the 
community outside the University. 
Several record companies added 
WRSM to their list of radio stations 
and distributed 15 to 20 new releases 
to it weekly. The Army and Air Force 
also began sending half-hour 
programs featuring Tex Beneke and 
the Glen Miller Orchestra. 

In November the station went 
silent for an FCC inspection. Many 
college stations were being closed 
down at this time due to misuse of 
their power. WRSM was found to be 
functioning in accordance with the 
FCC regulations. 

By January of 1949, the music 
library had grown to over 900 records 
and the staff had increased to 75. 
Several new programs were added: 
“History of Jazz,’ “The Delt Trio,” 
and “Guest in the Nest’’ which used 
university students as impromptu an- 
nouncers. WRSM also continued 
broadcasting home basketball games. 

To meet University space 
demands, in September of ’49, 
WRSM moved to another classroom 
in the Administration Building every 
day after 4:00 p.m. The broadcasting 
of off-campus ball games via the PA 
system continued to 1950, when stu- 
dent interest and attendance fell off. 

In July of that same year, WRSM 
moved to a new location for more of- 
fice space and an extra studio. Its new 
home was beneath the main 
auditorium’s stage. Workers could 
come out the orchestra pit and go to 
the lip of the stage to pick up live 
music performances via a long cabled 
microphone fed from the control 
room. The new facilities contained a 
large reception room, two studios, 
and two control rooms. One studio 
was used for musical and drama 
programs, the other for interviews 
and round-table discussions. This se- 
cond studio was, of necessity, later 
converted into a staff room. 


Along with its new headquarters, 
the station expanded its hours to four 
hours, from 4:00 to 8 p.m., Monday 
through Friday. Plans were for- 
mulated to expand the programming 
to seven days a week, and many new 
programs were added to the schedule. 


These included several new recorded 
music programs, a women’s show 
called ‘Women’s Page,” and “Little 
Theatre of the Air.” 

In November of 1950, disaster 
struck. The telephone company, 
while rewiring the campus telephone 
system, disconnected and removed 
most of the old radio wiring system. 
Station coverage shrank to 100 feet 
from its originating point in the Ad- 
ministration Building and a portion 
of a dormitory. Despite the loss of 
radiation, students continued to 
produce the four-hour daily program 
schedule. 

In 1951, the University applied to 
the FCC for a FM construction per- 
mit. The application was approved in 
May, and the station was transform- 
ed into a 10 watt, educational station 
operating at 88.1 megacycles. The 
station call letters were changed, at 
this time, from WRSM to WBGU. A 
new 20 foot antenna support of I- 
beam construction was mounted on 
the roof of the Administration 
Building providing a total height of 
90 feet which increased the minimum 
area coverage to a 20 mile radius of 
the station. In addition to being 
heard at 88.1 on the FM radio dial, 
Mr. Stone recalls that, with minor 
adjustments to the television sets of 
the day, the station could also be 
picked-up on channel six. 


Many new series were added; both 
from the National Association of 
Educational Broadcasting (NAEB), 
and with local talent, such as: a series 
of broadcasts produced by the Bowl- 
ing Green department of music in 
1952; a 138 week series of half-hour 
programs produced by the Bowling 
Green Psychology Department; and a 
series on the campus living facilities 
called, ‘“‘Dorm Visits.” 

In mid 1953, plans for a new studio 
were formulated to include a rehear- 
sal tape studio. A second tape player 
was also added. 

In 1959, the station’s power went to 
1350 watts, thus increasing the broad- 
cast area from 20 to 30 miles. WBGU- 
FM moved from the Administration 
Building to its present location, the 
fourth floor of a classroom building 
and began broadcasting during the 
1959-60 school year on 88.1 
megacycles. 88.1 usually is reserved 
for the low-power (10 watts or less) 
campus radio stations but there was 
no interference with other stations in 
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the area so the FCC permitted the 
station to retain its old frequency. 

In the late 60’s, the un- 
dergraduates, who for so many years 
served as the backbone of the station, 
were replaced by three full-time 
employees and two graduate 
assistants in broadcasting. 

An alternative voice was needed for 
the university students. Construction 
of WFAL, a wired-wireless facility, 
began in December 1969. A 
preliminary policy statement was 
drafted which cited the goals or objec- 
tives of the newly conceived station: 
1) To provide a means of communica- 
tion to and among students; 2) To 
provide students with a quality, con- 
temporary, AM, campus radio sta- 
tion; and 3) To provide broadcasting 
students experience in contemporary, 
commercial radio. 

The programming format had been 
based on the results of a survey taken 
of 400 dormitory residents. When ask- 
ed to note musical preferences, 58% 
chose ‘‘top 40,’ 24% favored 
“underground,” with the remaining 
18% divided among other categories. 
The station provided more than 
music, giving attention to campus 
issues and events. 

Over the summer, WFAL was in- 


stalled in an 8x12 room that had serv- 
ed as an auxiliary studio for the FM 
station and as a part-time production 
room for classes. The station had a 
Gates audio control board, two turn- 
tables, a tape recorder, speakers, a 
cartridge machine, and a year’s sub- 
scription towards a UPI teletype 
machine which both stations shared. 
WFAL also received two cart 
machines and a cart rack from two 
Toledo stations. The control room 
was built by University engineers and 
in August transmitters and coupling 
devices were installed in the dorms. 

WFAL, which took over nine 
months in preparation, signed on the 
air Wednesday, September 22, 1970. 
With a rush to meet the deadline 
(beginning of fall quarter), the first 
efforts were disasterous. Manage- 
ment, however, had planned the sta- 
tion well on paper, and it was this 
organization that saved WFAL. 
Programming was well defined—the 
hours of operation were 3:00 p.m. to 
2:00 a.m.; “‘top 40” until 11:00 p.m.; 
“progressive” until 2:00 a.m., and the 
simulcast of WWWW-FM (Detroit) 
during off-hours. Shifts were two or 
three hours in length. Weekends 


featured specialty shows—oldies, 
jazz, and comedy. Custom-made 
jingles, paid for by WTOD, were used 
during the ‘“‘top 40” shifts. The sta- 
tion also programmed national public 
service announcements, but later 
produced local spots for school service 
organizations, and the number of 
records, in a span of a few months, in- 
creased from a few hundred albums 
to over 1500 LP’s. 


A half-hour of news was aired at 
5:30 p.m. and five minute newscasts 
were aired at :25 and :55 to counter- 
program other stations with news on 
the hour and half-hour. Because of 
inter-departmental personnel 
problems, the half-hour daily news 


roundup was dropped during the first 


year. 


In the spring of ’71, the student 
staff had decreased from 63 to 27, but 
they had experience, and it was pay- 
ing off with listeners. WFAL began 
doing on-campus remotes and plan- 
ning contests around school activi- 
ties. There was no musical continuity, 
no predictability, each disc jockey did 
something entirely different. 


WFEAL, under its first administra- 
tion, did finish the school year with 
listeners, experienced personnel, and 
enough money through local adver- 
tising to have constructed a founda- 
tion upon which to build. 

WFAL’s format resulted from a 
listener survey, conducted in January 
and May 1971. The responses showed 
clearly that the students felt satisfied 
that they were being kept informed; 
that they liked what WFAL was do- 
ing, including the news; and that 
their only desire was for more enter- 
tainment. 

In January of ’72, promotional 
posters were put up throughout the 
dorms, another listener survey was 
taken, and a music survey was com- 
piled. WFAL was again becoming a 
part of the campus, receiving, as well 
as sending, communication. An 
attempt at a weekly news talk show, 
featuring student guests, proved un- 
successful and lasted about four 
weeks. It was the first attempted in a 
year, and it showed that WFAL was 
now reaching out to the campus. 

After almost two years of broad- 
casting, it was time for WFAL to 
provide quality contempory AM 
radio. The main objective was to ob- 
tain a unified station image, rather 
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than its original individualized for- 
mat. News was to become an integral 
part of programming, not just a filler. 

WFAL’s biggest problems during 
these years were advertising and 
promotion. Preschool preparation 
was imperative. If WFAL was not on 
the air at least by the first day of 
school, new, on-campus students 
would not find it. WFAL’s budget is 
presently being supplemented by 
University funds, but the dream is to 
be totally .self-supporting through 
local advertising. 

Promotion and sales started slow- 
ly, as WFAL moved into its third 
year, in 1972, with sign-on the first 
day of school. Improved sound, 
through better-trained announcers, 
appeared to be the answer. 

The first two years of WFAL 
might be considered “‘losing seasons”’ 
due to staff’s inexperience and grop- 
ing for the “‘sound”’ students wanted 
to hear. But, all that is behind the es- 
tablished wired-wireless of Bowling 
Green State University, and WFAL’s 
flowing, up-tempo format is recog- 
nized and appreciated by many on- 
campus students.

Programming 
Philosophy 


Editor’s Note: The following is taken from 
the WMSM station organizational manual. 
Many new stations are always looking for 
examples. All stations are invited to send 


manual suggestions to JCR. 


The programming of WMSM is 
based on a format known as 
progressive. This is a much quoted 
and little understood term, one that 
to some people means nothing but 
hard rock, and to others means that 
all the Dj’s seem to be totally in- 
different to their audience. These 
misconceptions are common of the 
type that have given progressive 
programming its bad reputation as a 
weak format. 

As the name implies, progressive 
radio is geared towards airing newer 
music. However, this is only one facet 
of a complex format. The progress in 
progressive actually is derived from 
the term progression, meaning a con- 
tinuing change. This continuing 
change is the cornerstone of the for- 
mat. The creativity of the announcer 
is vital to a program, without it, radio 
falls into one of two categories, the 
super hype and meaningless fast 
chatter of top forty, or endless music, 
broken by “that was, and this is.”’ 

The progressive announcer must 
use his creativity to create a constant- 
ly changing sound. A pattern of music 
that he consciously strives to achieve. 
It should be based on the develop- 
ment of one or more themes, and not 
just a jumble of different songs. The 
announcer must be familiar with 
many types and styles of music, and 
be able to discuss them comfortably 
and familiarly. He should be aware of 
the latest trends in the music in- 
dustry, as well as be well informed as 
to what’s happening in the world 
around him. In short, the announcer 
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must be an interesting person to 
listen to. 

The most important characteristic 
of a good progressive announcer is his 
ability to develop a one to one 
relationship with his audience. The 
listener should feel that he is being 
spoken to, not talked at; this effect is 
achieved when the announcer is com- 
fortable with his equipment, relaxed, 
and aware of his audience. When the 
format was first being explored, the 
tendency was for the announcers to 
come on with a soft, hip, and decided- 
ly disinterested air. Today, the 
“together” progressive sound mixes 
informality with professionalism, and 
a relaxed air, with careful choice of 
music and blending of ideas and 
themes. 

The music selected is extremely 
important to the format. The playlist 
should include some of the popular 
songs from the top forty, chosen on 
their musical merit rather than on 
their rating, and a balanced list of 
new releases and older material. In 
every instance, the quality of the 
music should be a prime considera- 
tion, along with diversification of 
types. A good progressive format in- 
cludes a mixture of many types, in- 
cluding classical and jazz. 

A second consideration of the 
progressive programmer is the type of 
news and public affairs the station 
presents. A sudden intrusion into a 
program by high pressure network 
news, complete with jingle filled com- 
mericals can lose listeners rapidly. 
However, a relatively low key news 


program can be worked into the for- 
mat smoothly by the announcer, and 
is appreciated by the audience. The 
same holds true for public affairs 
programming. Timely, serious, and 
well produced programs will always 
be an asset to a station, and the 
progressive station can use them to 
best advantage if care is taken in 
choosing the subject, and unusual 
angles and overlooked viewpoints are 
presented. This makes the presenta- 
tion something a little out of the or- 
dinary, and fits the character of the 
station as an alternative to run of the 
mill programming. 

A third important consideration of 
the programmer is the amount of 
freedom that the anneuncers are per- 
mitted to exercise. The wider the 
latitude in choice of what and when 
to play, the more room the announcer 
has to be creative. However, a more 
restrictive format may be necessary 
in order to maintain continuity with 
less experienced personnel. The 
freedom issue is important also in the 
determination of just how far the sta- 
tion will go in its efforts to play a 
diversity of music. Some limits must 
be set, for the benefit of the staff, 
since a progressive format is far more 
ambiguous and difficult to define 
than a top forty. 

The use of a progressive format 
offers several advantages to a college 
station. In addition to the distinction 
of being “different”, and more at- 
tuned to the college audience, the for- 
mat offers much more room for 
growth and personal development. 
The adoption of what has been a 
typically FM format by AM carrier 
current operations can help solve the 
problem that has become the number 
one danger to campus stations; loss of 
listeners. The tremendous surge of 
vitality in the FM field has dealt the 
death blow to carrier current at many 
colleges. On most campuses, there are 
few dorm rooms without an FM radio 
of some sort, and the most listeners 
prefer the easily received professional 
FM to the frequently questionable 
reception of carrier current. In order 
to capture and retain a diversified 
audience, such as exists on a campus, 
the programming has to present an 
alternative to the hype and slick com- 
mericals that characterize much FM 
rock. A well programmed progressive 
format offers enough popular music 
to satisfy the casual listener, while at 
the same time offering enough

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‘““meat’’ to keep the more dis- 
criminating listener happy. 

The progressive programmer is fac- 
ed with a difficult job. He has to 
maintain a feeling of freedom, while 
at the same time keeping continuity. 
It is not easy, and the success of the 
format depends on the leadership and 
the good sense of the program direc- 
tor. He must be in firm control of the 
staff at all times, but must allow 
enough artistic freedom for the 
system to operate. 

A few general rules can be applied 
to programming a progressive format. 
First, though the format is relaxed 
and informal, the announcer must be 


conscious of the aspects of 
professionalism; good timing, proper 
delivery, and careful reading. Second, 
an emphasis on playing newer or 
‘‘unknown’’ material must be 
tempered with a knowledge of music, 
and the quality of the music be stress- 
ed. Third, news and sports programs 
have to fit the format by searching 
out the unusual, in addition to a 
presentation of no-nonsense facts. 
Fourth, special programs that focus 
in depth on particular areas should be 
produced “‘in character”’ with the for- 
mat, and should not sound like a copy 
of a network show, but should be as 
relaxed and informal as the format 


and the subject can permit. 

As with any programming 
philosophy, success depends on a 
total commitment to the program. 
Experiments on a part-time basis can 
point out the proper direction to 
follow, but few formats that consist of 
a mixture of types and styles are 
successful. In the final analysis, the 
goal of college radio is twofold: to 
educate and train the staff, and to 
entertain and inform the audience. 
The progressive format is unique in 
that it allows each of these goals to be 
pursued, without the sacrifice of each 
other.

Chamber Music Series 
Again Available 


for Delayed Broadcast 


The Music Division of the Library 
of Congress is once again offering to 
radio stations throughout the United 
States tape recordings, for delayed 
broadcast, of the Library’s current 
Chamber Music Concert Series. For 
the tenth successive year the Katie 
and Walter Louchheim Fund in the 
Library has made these tapes possi- 
ble at a reduced rate, considerably 
less than the actual cost to the 
Library of making and distributing 
the tapes. 

Under the terms of the Fund, which 
is intended to disseminate the 
Library’s concerts to a national 
audience, tape recordings can be 
made available only to radio stations 
licensed for broadcast; tapes are not 
available to individuals. Subscription 
to this series is offered on a first- 
come, first-served basis, and the only 
one radio station in a given 
metropolitan area may have exclusive 
broadcast rights. 

Both monaural and stereophonic 
tapes are available, produced on 
equipment of professional quality. 
The tapes include announcements by 
a professional broadcaster (from Sta- 
tion WETA in the Washington 
metropolian area) to provide program 
notes during each concert.
